The dream of more than a decade be- 
came a reality this morning when the 
new terminal of Atlanta Municipal Air- 
port was placed into service. It is truly, 
as the controversial mobile suggests, a 
magnificent symbol of a resurgent At- 
lanta 


The completed project, representing 
an investment in the neighborhood of 20 


lanta and the whole state can be proud. It 
will be used by all Georgians with Atlan- 
ta bearing the risk. Its significance to all 
the state is its effect on the economy 
through maintaining our position of 
growth as a transportation and distribu- 
tion point. 

History of the airport dates back only 
36 years. It was begun on a shoestring, 
led by a group of adventuresome individ- 
uals believed in the future of avia- 
tion. They managed to interest city and 
county governments on the possibilities 
but it was a long, hard pull. 

Spectacular growth of aerial traffic 
out of Atlanta is best understood when 
one remembers that the first commercial 
passenger was flown out of the airport.on 
Dec. 10, 1930. Just 30 years later it served 
2,500,000 passengers. Both in services and 
facilities, it can be said that this year 
marks the.real coming of age of Atlanta 
in aerial transportation. 

It is fitting that Eugene Black, grand- 
son of Henry Grady, should be the dedi- 
cation speaker. Mr. Black knows how this 
city, the South and more recently other 
regions of the world have battled adver- 
sity and won. 

Completion of the new terminal 
which will pay for itself is not an end to 
progress. Already the Federal Aviation 
Agency says a new runway is needed.

But for the moment, all join in con- 
gratulating those with the foresight and 
vision to plan for Atlanta’s air age and 
in thanks they no longer have to use the 
old barn that was the terminal.

Minimum Wage Bill 
Is Up for Final Test 


The Senate and House are expected to 
pass the Kennedy administration’s $1.25 
minimum wage bill today after a joint 
conference committee reached agreement 
Monday on the two versions. The com- 
promise measure is much nearer Kennedy 
recommendations than that passed by the 
House. 

Wage-hour coverage would be ex- 
tended to 3,600,000 workers instead of 
the 4,200,000 recommended by Kennedy. 
Extension of the wage floor would be 
stretched out to enable businesses affected 
to make adjustments more easily.

Of these seven points, two of 
the more important ones seem 
to be point four—to eliminate the 
price differential on raw cotton, 
and point seven —dealing with 
national security. 


It long has been a complaint 
by the textile industry that it has 
to pay more for American cotton, 
under our price support program, 
than foreign mills have to pay 
for cotton we ship abroad. 


The national security provisions 
of the Trade Agreements Act, 
referred to in point seven, could 
help American plants set some 
relief, perhaps in the form of 
quotas.

You just can’t play a three no 
trump contract properly without 
counting up to nine. But this busi- 
ness of counting up to nine is not 
always as simple as it sounds. 
Take today’s hand for example. 


The bidding was normal. The 
queen of spades was opened and 
declarer had to decide which suit 
to attack. The hand contains a 


lished spade suit. 


If the diamonds should break 
3-3, declarer can, by giving up the 
ace of that suit, count 10 tricks. 
The odds are against this even 
break of the diamonds but since 
it is clear that the hand cannot be 
won by going for the clubs, de- 
clarer must attack diamonds. The 
opening lead is won in the North 
hand with the ace, and a diamond 
should be led immediately. East 
cannot afford to go up with the 
ace, since such a play would aban- 
don his second diamond stopper.

On 
the right side, pin together at 
those four points, placing elas- 
tic over seam allowance. Be 
sure to overlap the two ends. 
If you prefer, you can stitch the 
two ends together before you pin 
the elastic to the garment. Now, 
stretch the elastic between the 
pin as you stitch. Two rows 
of straight medium stitching, or 
zig-zag stitching is recommend- 
ed.
